The sawda.t Question. 


Soon the Le-islature will be in 
session. One of the first matters 
that should receive the attention 
of that body is to devise ways and 
means of ridding the Truckee river 
of the sawdust nuisance. There is 
no doubt of the fact that the effect 
produced upon the water by dump- 
ing sawdust into the Truckee is 
one of the causes of the prevailing 
sickness, not only in Reno, but 
along its banks. 

Two years ago the Legislature 
made a grand rally, and a commit- 
tee appointed by the Senate and 
Assembly met a committee from 
the California Legislature, who 
saw the necessity of aciion and in- 
troduced a bill in the Senate to 
correct the evil. That bill failed 
to become a law. 

Senator Foley has taken much 
interest in this matter, and recent- 
ly in an interview stated that dur- 
‘ing his recent extended visit to 
San Francisco he had met a num- 
ber of the California State Sena- 
tors and discussed this matter with 
them, and in these consersations 
he had received the greatest en- 
couragement that that State would 
act favorably inthe matter should 
it be the wish of Nevada that she 
should do so. 

The easiest and most practical 
way to rid ourselves of this source 
of disease, to say nothing about 
the fish interest, is for the Legisla- ; 
ture among the fifst things that 
body does, to appoint a strong 
committee to visit Sacramento in 
a body and there present our 
claims for relief by appropriate 
legislation. 

The ball was started rolling. 
praciicaliy, by the last Legislature, 
and if the work commenéed by 
that body is followed up with zeal 
and discretion, the results cannot 


-be otherwise than favorable.

Some of the Particulars. 

Merrmtan, Miss., Dec. 18.—A num- 
ber of telegrams were received here 
yesterday morning, stating that a riot 
had occurred at Wahaloka, Kimber 
vounty, fifty miles south of Meridian, 
and that Holly Morton of this place 
was killed. Two parties, aggregating 
sixty men, were dispatched to the 
scene. They returned last night, re- 
porting that everything had quieted 
down. They give the following ac- 
eount of the disturbance: On Thurs- 
day a son of G. F. Nicholson, a promi- 
aent farmer, was driving along the 
road, when he met a negro desperado 
driving in the opposite direction. 
Young Nicholson’s vehicle by accident 
tame in collision with that of the 
negro, who kept in the middle of the 
road as if determined to drive the boy 
out, The negro cursed the yonth, 
when the father of Nicholson appeared 
and interfered. The negro drew a re- 
volver and closed with Nicholson, 
xnocking him senseless with his pistol, 
and then fled The next day Nichol- 
3on told his friends of the regro’s as- 
sault, and on Saturday it was deter- 
mined to organize a posse and arrest 
the marauder. Information of this 
reached the negroes, and it is said that 
two white men gathered a party of 
1egroes together at a church on San- 
ay night and organized a force of ten 


to resist any attempt to arrest Maurys. | 
These white are known to the people | 


i Wahaloka, but their names cannot 
ve learned. It is the settled determi- | 
aation to lynch them when found. 

The negro force went to Maury’s | 
house and concealed themselves in the ; 
smoke house and cotton houses. Soon 
ifter this the posse of white men came 
ip the road and halted in front of 
Maury’s house. Four of them walked 
up to the house and found it deserted. 
Mhey then went tothe smoke house, 
where they found three negroes. These 
inen were questioned as to the where- 
abouts of Maury, but they pretended 
that they could not tell where he 
could be found. Then a man on the 
outside shouted, “‘ Here is . Maury! 

Suppose you come and arrest him !”’ 
he whites rushed in a body from 
the building, and as they emerged, 
were met with a volley from eight or 
ten muskets and shotguns. illiam 
Vaughn was seriousiy wounded by 
buckshot in the neck and shoulders, 
and another man, whose name the 
whites will not reveal, received a 
slight wound in the hand. This vol- 
ley came from the cotton house and 
was promptly returned by the whites, 
but the negroes, being behind stout 
plank walls, received noinjury. The 
whites discovered that they were

moved around to the north side of the 
structure. Here they received an- 
othér volley, resulting in the instant 
death of Henry Maury and the wound- 
ing of his brother, J. F. Maury, near 
the elbow.

Notwithstanding their losses, however, 
the posse determined to make another 
attack on the cotton house, approach- 
ing at this time from the south. As

Their Bones and Flesh More 
Buoyant. 


An Eastern exchange says: Their 
precious bones are lighter and their 
flesh more buoyant. The records of 
the humane societies on both sides of 
the Atlantic show that of late years a 
fair proportion of their medals fall to 
the lot of girls. There were several 
notable instances of rescue from drown- 


ing last Summer by girls under 20 
years of age. Many women are ac- 
complished swimmers. This is but 
natural. As their bones are generally 
lighter than those of men, and their 
flesh more buoyant, they have less 
difficulty to overcome in acquiring the 
art. Some of them could float at their 
first attempt if they could acquire the 
requisite faith in the power of the 
water to hold them up.
